would be the guy who would wto the 
Ipassing title. 

— liiast' year it was Stanford's Steve 
DQs, who averaged 22.5 completions 
per game. Two years ago It was 
another Stanford Cardinal, Guy 
Benjamin, ' who averaged 20.8 com- 
ptetloaslnhtoiostarts. - 

But under the new system, Dlla 
' would' have been the No. 8 ranked 
paswr. last ■ season.'. Southern. Cal's 
Paul McDonald, who ranked 4lst 
with an average of only to.i 
eompletlons per game, would have 
been the champion. 

"It's something that's been on the 
back burner for awhile," said Jim

of statistics. "We dldnt have* the 
computer capabillty'untll we moved

The .only qualification under tbc^ 
new syBtcm ts that q quarterback 
has to average at least 15 . pass 
attempts per game, The system then 
compares all passers to the national 
averages for 14 seasons of two- 
platoon football, dating back to 19G5. 

Quarterbacks during that period 
averaged '6.29 yards per attempt 
with percentage- rates ol 47;1 (or 
completions, 3.97 for touchdowns and 
6.54 for toterceptlons. McDonald 
averaged 8.59 yards per attempt 
with percentage rates of 57.2 (or 
completions, 9.28 for touchdowns and 
3.61 for interceptions — giving him a 
total rating of 1S2.8 points. 

The rating is achieved by 
multiplying a passer's yards per 
attempt by 8.4,' adding his comple- 
tlon rate, adding his touchdown 
percentage - times 3.3 and then, 
subtracttog twice his interception 
percentage.
